Newspapers were 
forced to study retrenchment In every 
infection, but when they turned to tho 
labor unions for that co-operation and 
mutual regard which was due, tliey 
confronted a. stone wall.

PILISBORHO RETIRE 


Rear Admiral is a Native of 


This City 


Few naval officers ' liave 
attained 


greater distinction for ability in the 
various branches of the naval service 
or have been so popular 
in 
circles 


where he has beer, known as 
Rear- 


Admiral John E. PIllBPury, who went 
on the retires list yesterday. 


He Is a Lowell boy, but got liffe early 


schooling in Chelsea. He was born iii 
Lowell In 1846. 


When 14 years of age he was ap- 


pointed a page In the house of repre- 
sentatives at Washington and served 
two years, retiring to accept an ap- 
pointment by President Lincoln to the 
Naval academy in September, 1802. Ho 
was graduated in 1868, and the 
two 
years following he spent on the Minne- 
sota, which was then the practice ship 
of the naval cadets. 


In 1868 he received his first promo- 


tion to the rank of ensign. 
lie was 


assigned to duty at the Charlcstown 


__Navy Yard, there being advanced to 
the rank of master. 


From 1870 to 1S72 his tour of duty 


was on the Colorado, the flagship of 
the Ailalic squadron, of which Admir- 
al Hodgers was in command. In 1872 
he was commissioned lieutenant. The 
year following he was assigned, to tor- 
pedo duty at Newport, after which he 
was engaged in special torpedo experi- 
ments on the Swatara for threo days. 


He was assigned to duty in the coast 


survey department In 1875, and at once 
attracted attention by his special ap- 
titude and knowledge on matters re- 
lating to that branch of naval science. 


At the completion of his assignment 


he was transferred to the hyclrographic 
office at Washington, where he further 
pursued his studies and experiments lit 
matters relating to that department. 


After a tour of, sea duty 
on 
the 


Kearsargo In the north Atlantic station 
he was again assigned to the coast 
survey division, remaining on 
that 


work for 12 consecutive years, half of 
which time he was in command of the 
coast survey steamer Blake. 


A few years ago he was sent to Eu- 


rope to make a study of the chemistry 
of steel and iron, and also to Investi- 
gate the electrical processes in the 
manufacture of steel. 


He was assigned to the Charlestown 
Navy Yard in July. 1893. and Vv-as put 
in charge of the 
equipment bureau. 


Wliile stationed there he proved him- 
self to he a popular officer. 
He was a 


strict disciplinarian. He was placed In 
command of the Vesuvius in 
January, 


1897, and at Santiago, In the war with 
Spain, she (Jrcd tons of dynamite at 
the enemy. 


When Admiral Cervcra was 
taken 


aboard the flagship N'cw York one of 
his first inquiries was for Capt. Pills- 
bury, whom he had met 
In 
Spain. 


Capt. Pillsbury came aboard and the 
two friends chatted of old times, as 
wc|l as of the new condition of things. 
Capt. Pillsbury asked him what effect 
the charges of the Vesuvius had had.

P. Taft, for instance, evidently sup- 
posed that at some life of the Panama 
purchase.

Dr. Taylor, the new chair- 
man of the board of health, who has 
taken an active Interest in the affairs 
of the department since his election, in 
conversation with a 
reporter of The 


Sun this morning at city hall said: 
'Agent Bates arid myself have givon 
considerable attention to the diphthe- 
ria cases in Middlesex Village and we 
have found that many of the stories 
regarding them are exaggerated. In re- 
gard 
to the Constantino family in 


which six cases wore reported to exist, 
and the father's death reported due to 
diphtheria, the facts are that out of 
eight cultures taken in that family 
only two showed positive while the 
physician attending tho father signed 
his death return "pneumonia." There 
is some tnlk,~too... about 
ventilating 


and sanitary conditions' at the school. 
This may be because the principal of 
the school doesn't believe in the Fuller 
system of ventilation which is in vogue 
there. But that ig .regarded as a com- 
petent and proper system of ventila- 
tion. -TBere has also been considerable 
talk,about the now dry well, but there 
Is nothing to show that that Is In any 
way resnonsibte for the conditions that 
have existed there. Diphtheria comes 
and.goes as the result of peheral con- 
ditions and annually at this time of 
year It is more or less prevalent. The 
board of health upon hearing of 
an 


outbreak Immediately sets to work to 
suppress it, but It cannot prevent the 
disease from breaking out from time 
to time."

PILLSBURHO RETIRE 


Rear Admiral is a Native of

When 14 years of age he was ap- 


pointed a page In the house of r<--pre- 
sentatlves at Washington and served 
two years, retiring to accept an ap- 
pointment by President Lincoln to the 
J^aval academy in September, 1862. He 
was graduated in 1866, and the 
two 
years following lie spent on the JHnnc. 
sofa, which was then the practice ship 
of the naval cadets. 


In 1S08 he received his first promo- 


tion to the rank of ensign. 
He was 


assigned to duty at the Charlestown 
Navy Yard, there being advanced to 
the rank of master. 


From 1870 to 1872 his tour of duty 
was on the Colorado, the flagship of 
the Asiatic squadron, of which Admir- 
al Rodgers was In command. In 1872 
ho was commissioned lieutenant. The 
year following ho was assigned to tor- 
pedo duty at Newport, after which he 
was engaged In special torpedo experi- 
ments on the Swatara for three days. 


He was assigned to duty in the coast 


survey department in 1875, and at once 
attracted attention by his special ap- 
tltudo and knowledge on matters re- 
lating to that branch of naval science. 


At the completion of his assignment 


he was transferred to the hydrographtc 
office at Washington, where he further 
pursued hlo studies and experiments in 
matters relating to that department. 


After a tour of sea duty on the 


Kcarsarge in the north Atlantic station 
he was again assigned to the coast 
survey division, remaining on 
that 


work for 12 consecutive years, half of 
which time he was in command of the 
coast survey steamer Blake. • 


A few years ago he was sent to Eu- 


rope to make a study of the chemistry 
of steel and Iron, and also to Investi- 
gate the electrical processes in the 
manufacture of steel. 


He was assigned to the Charlestown 


Navy Yard In July, 1893, and was put 
in charge of the 
equipment 
bureau. 


While stationed there he proved1 him- 
self to be a popular officer. He was a 
strict disciplinarian. He was placed in 
command of the Vesuvius iri January 
1897, and at Santiago, In the war with 
Spain, Hhe fired tons of dynamite at 
the enemy. 


When Admiral Ccrvcra was taken 


aboard the flagship New York one of 
his first inquiries was for Capt. Pills- 
bury, whom he had met 
in
